WASHINGTON (A P)-The Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission has taken 
the first step toward a possible 
crackdown on retailers who hide 
the costs of consu mer credit. 
An FTC staff proposal u nv eiled 
Friday wou ld requ ire retailers to 
fu rnish the credit cu stomer a list 
of financial details ranging from 
cash price of the article to amou nt 
of any insu rance premiu ms re­ 
qu ired. 
The pu blic has u ntil Feb. 24 to 
comment on the proposals, then 
they mu st be rev iewed by the 
commission before any final ru l­ 
ing is made. 
The proposals 
wou ld 
ou tlaw 
su ch retailing dev ices as the price 
tag which say s only “$2 a week,” 
withou t stating the total price of 
the article or the du ration of the 
pay ments. 
The FTC said it has receiv ed 
complaints of deceptiv e install­ 
ment credit practice which tend 
mast to v ictimize the poor. 
The 
regu lations 
wou ld 
pri­ 
marily apply to goods sold on the 
installment plan when the seller 
retains the right to repossess 
them for nonpay ment or when the 
cu stomer signs a promissory note 
as secu rity . They wou ld not ap­ 
ply to ordinary charge accou nts. 
Au tomobile price disclosu re is 
cov ered by a 1951 FTC ru le. 
The proposals wou ld requ ire the 
retailer to fu rnish the cu stomer 
this information in writing: 
Cash 
price 
of 
the 
article; 
amou nt of tax es to be paid by the 
cu stomer; amou nt allowed for a 
trade-in article; u npaid cash bal­ 
ance; each finance, carry ing or 
insu rance charge; amou nt of each 
periodic pay ment; total nu mber 
of requ ired pay ments; 
t ot a l 
amou nt of indebtedness, and price 
of the total credit transaction. 
The retailer also wou ld hav e to 
tell the cu stomer if the sales con 
tract cou ld be tu rned ov er to i 
finance company or other party 
to which the cu stomer wou ld be 
indebted.

Freed a t Christma s 
After Six Yea rs

For thè first time in six y ears, Richard Paul 
Pav lick will he able to spend Christmas as a free 
man . During those six y ears, he was forcibly held 
in prisons and mental hospitals on charges that 
were nev er prov ed, based on ev idence that was 
n ev er presented to a court. He would still be con­ 
fin ed at the New’ Hampshire Hospital, a “ political 
prison er” of our times, had not William Loeb. pub­ 
lisher of the Manchester Union 
Lead er, made an issue of the 
case and put one of his best re­ 
porters on the story . 
Richard Paul Pav lick was ar­ 
rested on Dec. 14, 1960. in Palm 
Beach, Fla., accused of “ threat­ 
ening the life of President-elect 
John F. Kennedy .” The ev idence: 
A post card Pav lick had wiitten 
which purportedly 
stated 
that D* Toledano 
‘‘Kennedy might nev er liv e to get in the White 
House.” That card, as well as other communica­ 
tions. had been sent to Belmont. Mass.. postmaster, 
Thomas M. Murphy , who reported that Pav lick 
was “ v ery anti-Kennedy and let ev ery one know 
K. He claimed Jack Kennedy bought the election 
with his father's money and power.” 
At the time of Pav lick’s arrest, some sticks of 
dy namite were found in his car as well as a letter 
that was “ v ery critical” of the President-elect. 
The dy namite. Pav lick ex plained, had been bought 
to Mast some stumps in a field he owned, but he 
was nev er allowed to make any defense in court. 
During his confinement. Pav lick was held in 
It county Jails, three federal prisons, two federal 
med ical centers, an d the Washington. D.C., mental 
hospital as well as the New Hampshire Hospital. 
The catalogue of his incarcerations is a frighten- 
tag one. 
On Dec. 18, 1960, Pav lick was arraigned and 
hold in $100.000 bond. On Dec. 19, he appeared be­ 
lare o federal judge who ordered a psy chiatric ex ­ 
amination. On Feb. 9, 1961, he was sent under 


gu a rd to the federal medical center in Springfield. 
Mo., for mental ev aluation. On Feb. 2, 1962. almost 
a y ear later, a writ of habeas corpus was filed for 
the confined Pav lick. A federal judge found Pav * 
tfek competent and able to stand trial. 
On April 5, 1962, Pav lick was returned to 
Miami, Fla., In order to stand trial. He was kept 
b solitary confinement until July 20, when he was 


sent to the New Hampshire Hospital. On Aug. 26, 
196:], 11 months later, another wTit of habeas cor­ 
pus again brought the Pav lik case before a federal 
judge. And again, there was a court ruling that 
Pav lick was sane and should stand trial. 
On Oct. 4. Pav lick found himself in the Miami 
county jail. On Dec. 17, a federal judge ordered 
Pav lick committed to St. Elizabeth’s mental hos 
pital in Washington. On July 24, 1964, Pav lick was 
once more hauled before the same federal judge. 
At this time, the United States attorney stated 
that Pav lick was competent to stand trial, but he 
requested the court to drop the charges against 
the prisoner “ because the indictment was faulty 
from the start.” 
The judge ordered all charges against Pav lick 
dismissed, but ordered him transferred to the New 
Hampshire Hospital. There, state authorities de­ 
creed that Pav lick be kept under max imum se­ 
curity at ail times. There is reason to believ e that 
Atty . Gen. Robert F. Kennedy was kept informed 
at all times of the status of the Pav lick case. 
When the Manchester. N.H., Union Leader and 
publisher Loeb became interested in securing jus­ 
tice for Pav lick, the only ‘“ ev idence” to prov e 
his alleged insanity was that he showed resentment 
and suspicion of the psy chiatrists who ex amined 
him. Those who saw him on a daily basis said he 
was reasonable and rational, that he nev er lost 
his temper, and that he showed a sound grasp of 
political matters. 
A sev en-part series about Pav lick was pub­ 
lished in the Manchester paper. Meanwhile, a law­ 
y er had prepared the ev idence necessary to free 
Pav lick. Last week. Judge Robert F. Griffith, sit­ 
ting in Concord. N.H., paroled Richard Paul Pav ­ 
lick. The judge ruled that Pav lick was no danger 
to the community or to himself, and that there 
were no criminal charges pending. 
The decision came one day short of six y ears 
after Pav lick was arrested. A white-haired man. 
suffering from a heart condition, Pav lick had 
little to say ex cept that’ he could take care of 
himself. He was the v ictim of political harassment 
and of a legal sy stem in which, with little or no 
ev idence on which to rely , judges can declare a 
man insane and depriv e him of his liberties. All 
that stood between Richard Paul Pav lick and life 
imprisonment was a crusading American news­ 
paper.

President J ohnson ov er the 
y ears has made speeches about 
the American reason for being 
in Vietnam, ex plaining at one 
time or another our concern for 
democracy and the right of the 
South 
Vietnamese 
to 
choose 
their own gov ernment and so 
on. 
But throughout ev ery thing he 
has said, although it may hav e 
been ov erlooked, is this basic 
reason he gav e: 
To prev ent 
communism from taking ov er 
all Southeast Asia because that 
would affect the United States. 
In short, the United States has 
a basic reason of self-interest 
for being in the war. But discon­ 
tent with the war is piling up at 
home. This means pressure on 
Johnson to get it ov er with. 
Failure to get it ov er will affect 
his chances for re-election in 
1968, if he runs again. 
But — if the United States is 
in a helter-skelter rush to end 
the war without making sure 
the Communists can’t thereafter 
take ov er South Vietnam, then 
all the fighting and all the liv es 
lost will hav e been in v ain. 
And this is something J ohnson 
will hav e to consider before any 
peace is agreed. A Communist 
coup after a peace settlement 
would be more disastrous to 
him than a prolonged war. 
So not much has changed as 
Christmas comes. But this has 
been the story of most Christ­ 
mases, with small v ariations, 
y ears now.
